Conceding that the plaintiffs demurrer to the an- 
swer legitimately bring- before the court his own 
antecedent pleading, and. if lound defective, judg- 
ment must be rendered on its infirmities; yet the 
court has b yen unable, in considering tlr- petition, 
abstract from the charter incorporating the defend- 
ant -, to fin I an> bail in the petition, although auuue- 
what informal and in artificially drawn. It substan- 
tially charges all that is neee-snn for such a petition 
to charge. But it was remarked by the defendant's 
Counsel, during the argument, that the charter w - 
unconstitutional and void.and that therefore no sue., 
corporation ever legally existed, and that therefore 
tin- defendants could neither oc indebted to it by sub- 
scription id' stock or otherwise, and that the plaintiff 
could not have a valid judgm-nt against it. No un- 
constitutional feature was pointed out. or reason 
given to support the latter position: but the court 
was urged to a patient consideration of the subject. 

The power to create corporations, cither of a pub- 
lic or private civil character, is inherent to sover- 
eignty. and is undoubtedly, in Kentucky, lodg'd in 
tic- Legislature of t he Commonwealth, governed and 
limit 'd by the constitution, in t c rig. its. powers, 
an 1 privd -go- confers d on it; for a- the Legislature 
i- limited b, the constitution ot the Commonwealth 
i i it- p overs oxer tin right- of the people, it can- j 
not create an artificial person and confer on it rights. 
p .w n, and pm i leges b yond the legit iiNtr mu 
h -r owu c institutional limits: thus she must be lim- 
ited in tbepnrpo-e- f«,r which a corporation is treat- , 
» l. in the iu in- ol its org iuization, and in it- powers 
of raising in in”' or -t -ek, and in its pursuits of bu-i- 
n '-s to su-tain itself. Ac. 

As the Legislature of the Commonwealth bus 
powerto create a corporation, so it has power to 
cha. is ■ or modify it« charter, provided such change 
or in .dtficatiou does not interfere with the legitimate 
figiits ol the corporation, or those connected with it, 
vested under the original charter. 

Whena corporation is once properly created and 
organized, it differs in no respect iu it- powers, rights, 
and capacities, within its etiartered sphere, from a 
natural person, except in those inherent difference- 
existing between a natural and artificial person or 
being. A corporation aggregate, though there lie 
ui my corporator-, has but one will; it resides with 
the majority, and i- expressed and executed through 
its board of directors. 

Its directory occupies* toward it the relation of 
trustees. The Co rts if Chancery may and will, at 
the instance of the corporators, restrain the direct- 
ors from a breach of trust in the exercise of their 
functions; hat when the corporation ha- entered in- 
to a c uitract through it- directors with an innocent 
third person, though the director- commit tel a 
breach of tru-f. the chancellor would afford no relief 
on that ground as against such 'bird person; hut I 
cun see no reason waiy he should not. as in the ease 
of a natural person, afford relief to a corporation 
jig litist a third person in an act founded on a palpa- 
ble breach oftru-t, of which the third person had 
notice and participated in at the time; nor do 1 sup- 
pose the courts would, in a collateral proceeding be- 
tween thee »rporat':on and a third person to enforee 
its contracts, inquire into the relative propriety or 
impropriety, fitness or unfitne-s. of the act- ol the 
directory within the range of its powers; for this 
would be a virtual usurpation of the judgment, pru- 
dence. and discretion nt the board of directors, and 
would be virtually making the courts a final directo- 
rs for all the private civil corporation- in the State, 
n duty quite too erroneous to impose on the courts. 
Nor cau a corporation by its own acts dissolve itself, 
si as to escape the demand- of its creditors. If it 
has no legal existence, and i- improperly exercising 
it- pretended privileg *s. or by ahu-e has forfeited its 
charter, the ancient and modern way to ascertain its 
forfeiture and stop its action is plainly pointed out 
• nd well settled; nor do 1 suppose that the corpora - 
.on, or oneof its corporators, could escape a liability 
it had incurred with third persons by pleading it never 
had an existence. 

.1 would be e-topped. N<>r by pleading a forfeit urc 
of it< charter: for that W( nld he to allow it to take 
a Ivant igc of its own wrong, to the detriment of in- 
nocen' th'rd person*. 

The*c rule-, it is believed, apply to and govern the 
ca*e ot a corporation, aril innocent third persons 
seeking to cniorre the liabilities of the corporation 
incurred in favor of such third person. 

The rule would be quite different in a contest be- 
tween the corporation and one of it* stock-holder* 
to rec >ver of him stock he had subscribed, as such 
subscriber of stock is one member in the body p.di- 
t c, and must be presumed to have the fullest notice 
of all it- proceeding-; and a- the corporation occu- 
pies to its several corporators a relation quite differ- 
ent from that it holds » ith the balance of the world, 
it would seein that, in a eonte-t between the corpo- 
ration and any of its corporators, many of the be- 
fore-n»M”d rules laid down for the government of 
contests with strangers would not apply: Thus, I ap- 
prehend, in a suit by the corporation against oneof 
it- stock holders to recover stock, thp stock-holder 
might plead in bar that no such corporation existed ; 
that its charter was unconstitutional. Ac.: void, or 
that the corporation had by some act. either of fraud, 
breach of trust, or change of purposes of the origin- 
al charter, placed itself in an attitude towards n 
stock- holder as to forget its right to collect the slock 
subscribed, or such stockholder might rely on such 
a change of its original purposes and object a- to to- 
tally change the iustitution and thereby absolve the 
original stockholders from the payment of stock. 

Iu such a ca-e the rules laid down for the govern- 
ment of corporation- in their relations and dealings 
with strangers, have their foundation in sound p--l- 
icy, and are calculated to preserve and enforce the 
utmost good faith. 

But when we come to apply them as rules of gov- 
ernment to cases arising between the corporation and 
one or more of its corporators, rules of government 
must be applied suited to the relations such corpo- 
rators or stockholders occupy to the corporation. I 
cannot see why. if a court of chancery would, at the 
instance of the stockholders, restrain the directory 
from an act that would amount to a breach of trust, 
the same court, when asked by the corporation toen- 
force the payment of stock or the performance of 
'ny other obligation from the stockholder, to enable 
%e directory to consummate or carry out a breach of 
trust, the Chancellor would at least decline (if no 
H-ore) to interfere; or if the directory, in contraven- 
tion of the original object and design of thecorpo- 
ra'ion, was. at the instance of a part of the stock- 
holder*, and for their exclusive private benefit, to so 
change the Original plan and operations of the insti- 
tion a- materially to injure and afft*t the rights of 
other stockholders, I can see no valid or solid reason 
why this should not be esteemed such a fraud on 
their rights as to entitle them to relief, either by 
withdrawing their stock from tiic ueooraplislunon* of 
a purpose variant to that they subscribed it for, aud 
prejudicial to the original design of the corporation, 
and beneficial to other stockholders in their private 
property, or.at least, to *o far afford relief to such m-

The course of instruction embraces the various 
branches of the Common Ia»w; and of Equity; Ad- 
miralty' Commercial; International and Constitu- 
tional Law; and the Jurispudence of tho l nited 
States. The Law Library consists of about 14,09# 
volumes, and a- new works appear they are added, 
and every effort is mode to render it complete. 

Instruction is given by oral lectures and exposi- 
tions, (and by recitations and examinations, in con- 
nection with them) of which there are ten every week. 
Two Moot Courts are also hidden in each week, at 
each of which a cause, previously given out. is argued 
by four students, and an opinion delivered by tho 
Presiding Instructor. Rooms and other tacilities are 
al.-o provided for the Club Courts; and an Assembly 
is held weekly for practice in debate, and acquiring a 
knowledge of parliamentary law and proceedings. 

Students may enter the School in any stage ot their 
professional studies or mercantile pursuits, and at 
the eomnienee men t of either term, or in tho middle, 
| or other part of a term. .... ... 

They are at liberty to elect what studies they will 
pursue, according to their view of their own wants 
and attainments. 

The Academical year, which commences on Thurs- 
day, six weeks after the third M ednesday in July, is 
divided into two terms, of twenty weeks each, with a 
vacation of six weeks at the end of each term. 

During the Winter vacation, the Library is opened, 
warmed and lighted, for the use of the members of
